DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Radha (US 6639943) discloses an apparatus that relates to fine granular 
coding that includes both quality and temporal scalability (Radha: column 1, 
lines 11-13). This apparatus comprises "generating a motion compensated 
prediction of a region of content" (Radha: figure 7, column 7, lines 49-51 , 
wherein the motion compensated prediction is generated by the motion 
estimation block, the region of content is the frames/streams) and "adding the 
first quantity of residual samples to the prediction" (Radha: figure 7, column 3, 
lines 15-27). However, Radha fails to show the subtraction and the indication 
comprising values associated with picture level parameters as claimed. A further 
search was conducted which failed to yield any prior art. Therefore, the prior art 
fails to teach or render obvious these limitations taken within the others in the 
claim.
